In our decision entltled the Cla1m of Ruth Anna Haskew (Clalm No. CU- 0849
which we 1ncorporate&here1n by reference), we - held. that the Properties owned |
by the Company were natlonallzed or otherw1se taken by the Government of Cuba
on August 6, 1960 and that thls type of claim is compensable to an Amerlcan
natlonal under the facts. and condltlons set forth thereln | We need not again
detall here the reasons or the method used in determlnlng the value per share
of $46 39%6.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commls-
310n f1nds that thls claimant comes within the terms of the Haskew decision;
that ghe was an Amerlcan 1at1ona1 at the requisite times; that she has been
the owner of 37 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucarera Vertlentes-Camaguey ;

de’ Cuba since prlor to August 6, 1960; and that she suffered a loss in the

amount of §1, 716 60 ' w1th1n the meaning of Title V of the Act. Further,

the Comm1351on finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be ‘increased by
1nterest thergpn~at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960 the date of‘

loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.
